~ Labor Must Fight Reactionaries 


Organized Labor must become the backbone of 
the forces that will and can defeat vigilantism 
and other forerunners of fascism. The Com- 
munists in the trade unions as well as_ the 
Communist Party as a whole realize the need 
for the utmost unity both inside the labor move- 
ment and among the unorganized workers in 
order to protect the most elementary democratic 
rights of the workers. 

Delegates to the State Federation of Labor 
convention this year face a greater responsi- 
bility than ever before. The employers not 
only have their own organizations, but have 
their representation inside the ranks of labor, 
and are prepared to use these “safe and sane” 
men to gain control of the unions, lull the mem- 
bership to sleep or frighten them from militant 
action by “red scares,” and ultimately slip over 
legislation to curb strike action qnd stifle the 
independent action of the trade unions. 


The official report itself indicates this danger, 
but minimises its importance. This is part and 
parcel of the campaign to re-elect Paul Shar- 
renburg, who was exposed on anti-union grounds 
amd expelled from the Sailors’ Union of the 
Pacific, an action endorsed by many other unions 
when they heard representatives of the Sailors’ 
Union or read the “Scharrenberg expulsion .story,” 


—which is available to all convention delegates 
and should be carefully read. 


* New Political Outlook Necessary 


In line with the general attempt to cripple 
union militants is the campaign to steer unionists 
once more into the old political channels. But 
this is already meeting with nation-wide resis- 
tance, and $o far not a single state convention 
this year has failed to note the new political, 
needs of the day. 


What are these needs? 
Primarily, the formation of a United Labor 
Party, or the manning of United Labor Tickets 


middle-class in general behind a unified program 
of immediate demands upon which all elements, 
including Socialists, Epics, Utopians, Communists, 
Independent Democrats and others can agree. 
Only in this. way-can the offensive of the em- 
ploying class and their reactionary allies be 
defeated. Unionists may well pay attention to

Ford and Harry Gannes, Workers

In the Harlem upsurge of March 
19, 1935, the Negro pe€opie ex- 


pressed their hatred of Italian 


fascism and its plans for war 
against their Ethiopian brothers. 
Italian liquor shops were smashed 
with cries of, “Down With Mus- 
solini!” 

Ethiopia is peopled by ten to 
fifteen million of the Negro and 
Hamita-Semitic — race, Ethiopia 
comprises 350,000 square miles of 
extrenely fertile agricultural land, 
capable of producing cotton, sugar, 
coffee, and fruits. In the nroun- 
tains are rich oil pools, iron, gold, 
platinum and other valuable min- 
eral products. The Blue Nile has 
its source in  Ethiopia—and_ the 
waters of the Blue Nile hold the 
future of the Sudan Cotton fields. 

On December 14, 1934, Great 
Britain signed a secret deal with 
Italy guaranteeing the mutual de- 
struction of Ethiopia’s indepen- 
dence. But President Franklin De- 
lano Roosevelt sent an ‘observer’ 
to Ethiopia when Mussolini first 
announced his contemplated Ethi- 
opian adventure. Wall Street had 
gained a $20,000,000 construction 
contract in Ethiopia! 

In Italy proper the condition of 
the Italian workers and Peasants 
had been getting worse and. the 
people were becoming restless un- 
der the starvation and = ruthless 
suppression of the Fascist reeime, 
Italian exports were dropping and 
inflation threatened.

BANKS ORDERED 
SERA WORKERS 
FOR HOP YARDS 


VIGILANTES STAND OVER 


SANTA ROSA, Calif Sept, 12. 
—The SERA relief workers and 
transient unemployed who have 
been cut off prelief rolls and forced 
into the hop fields here are being 
used in a slick racket. Certain 
large hop buying firms have seen 
to it that these conscripted work- 
ers were sent to the large ranches 
from which these same firms buy 
hops. 

The hop buyers, tied up closely 
with the banks, have set a waze 
scale of $1.25 a hundred pounds 
which the growers are to pay the 
pickers. The workers’ mass re- 
sistance to this made the scheme 
more or less a flop, and to coax 
men to stay in the vards an in- 
crease to $1.50 a hundred has been 
offered to those who stay through 
the season. If they quit before 
the end of the picking they get 
the lower scale. 

At the same time these Jarce 
ranches, heavily mortgaged and 
therefore controlled by the banks, 
are not resisting the low hop 
prices offered by the buyers. In 
turn, this forces down the price 
for the small farmer, who would 
like to pay more to his. pickers 
and give them better conditions 
but can't. 

Mr. Proctor, a broker for a 
large hop-buying concern, has 
been the active leader of this 
movement, having headed a com- 
mittee of business men who vis- 
ited the relief adiministration of- 
fices in San Francisco to eet the 
thing under way. In Santa Rosa 
he works closely with Roger 
Thomas of the National Re-em- 
ployment Service, telling him to 
what ranches to send the men. 

In these large, banker-controlled 
hop yards, well organized gates 
of vigilantes ride or walk up and 
down amongst tue pickers cons- 
tantly, telling them what they'll 
do to “agitators” who object to 
the waxes.
